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A REVIEW OF EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS, PROBLEMS 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS FOR IMPROVEMENTS 



EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS 

The overall evaluation of problems and progress in public 
education on a statewide basis cannot be confined to a single year, 
as educational problems usually are of much longer duration 
than one year and progress nearly always is a gradual and con- 
tinuing process. For this reason it seems desirable, in this 1952 
report of public schools, to present a general survey of the major 
gains made from the school year 1947-48 to the present, since 
several constitutional and statutory changes in our state structure 
for public education were put into operation in 1947 and the far- 
reaching program of school district reorganization started in 
1948. This progress will be discussed under the following 
headings:

Some of this education progress has been the result of im- 
proved legislation, and some has been due to the cooperation of 
educational agencies in the implementation of new policies, 
standards and procedures in the operation of public schools. 

Classification and Accreditation of School Districts 

During the year 1947 the Commissioner of Education ap- 
pointed an Advisory Committee to study the whole program of 
accreditation, approval and classification of the public elemen- 
tary and secondary schools of the state and to make recom- 
mendations to the Board of Education, In 1948 this committee 
recommended and the State Board adopted the plan of classifying 
and accrediting schools which is presently in the third year of 
operation. 

The classification plan has stressed broader curricular offer- 
ings on both the elementary and secondary levels and has also 
encouraged additional services in health, guidance and libraries. 
In addition, the classification standards are designed to upgrade 
the professional training of administrators, supervisors and 
teachers and to improve working conditions through the use of 
better materials, equipment and supplies. 
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Although many improvements in the education of the chil- 
dren of Missouri would have been effected without changes in 
standards, it is believed that much of the improvement shown in 
the statements which follow can be attributed to the close co- 
operation between administrators at the local district level and 
the state educational agency in implementing the new classifica- 
t'on plan. 

The classification standards are sufficiently comprehensive 
to give strong encouragement toward improvement in all areas 
discussed below. Figures are given for 1947-48 which was the 
last full school year before the adoption of the new plan. The 
two-year period 1947-48 to 1949-50 may be considered as a period 
of transition or implementation, a period in which the classifica- 
tion standards were known, and during which local schools were 
making improvement, but during which the standards were not 
yet effective. Figures are given for the 1949-50 and the 1951-52 
school years because these years represent the period of actual 
application of the standards and the actual classification of schools 
by those standards. 

Arts and Crafts 

During the school year 1947-48, 114 high schools were 
offering courses in art. By the 1949-50 school year this figure 
had increased to 127, and by 1951-52 to 186. The gain over the 
latter two-year period approximated 46 per cent. 

In most schools operating programs on the secondary level 
some provision has now been made for a downward extension 
of work in arts and crafts to include, at least, the seventh and 
eighth grades of the elementary school. Schools given the higher 
classification have developed programs in arts and crafts to 
include all grade levels. 

Guidance 

During the school year 1947-48 only 51 schools of the State 
claimed to operate guidance programs and within these schools 
there could be found only ten certified counselors. By 1949-50, 
209 schools operated programs employing 147 certified coun- 
selors. For the school year 1951-52, 240 schools offered guidance 
services and employed a total of 192 certified counselors. 

During this four^year period the number of noncertified 
counselors working in the area of guidance services increased 
from 160 to 258. 

Industrial Arts 

The number of industrial arts programs almost doubled 
during the four-year period from 1947-48 to 1951-52. By the 
end of the school year 1952, 243 programs were in operation in 
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the State; whereas, only 125 were in operation in 1948. During 
the same time the number of certified teachers increased from 330 
to 467. These increases enabled the schools involved to enroll 
an additional 5,680 pupils in this area. 

Some of the additional gains also made in this area relate to 
the extension of industrial arts downward into the junior high 
schools and the elementary schools. 

Kindergarten 

Figures are not available for the school year 1947-48. For 
the three-year period, however (1946-47 to 1949-50), the number 
of kindergarten teachers for white students increased from 246 
to 272. During the same time the number of kindergarten 
teachers for Negro children increased only slightly, from 44 to 47. 
During the next two-year period, or by the 1951-52 school year, 
these figures had increased to 385 teachers for white children and 
72 for Negro children. Thus, during the first two years of the 
new classification plan (1949-50 to 1951-52) the percentages of 
increase were 41 per cent and 53 per cent, respectively. 

Teacher Education 

Since 1941 a general qualification for the superintendency 
has been the Master's Degree in Educational Administration. 
During the school year 1946-47, however, 301 of the nearly 700 
superintendents of the State had not yet met this requirement 
in full. These superintendents were given "special approval" 
and asked to complete eight semester hours graduate credit each 
summer until this general qualification could be met. Thereby, 
for the 1947-48 school year the number of unqualified super- 
intendents was reduced to 167. For the next three years, 1948- 
49, 1949-50, 1950-51, continued summer school attendance de- 
creased the number of unqualified superintendents to 102, 67, 
and 36, respectively. At the present time it appears that there 
may be no more than a half dozen superintendents without the 
M. Ed. degree for the school year 1952-53. 

In 1947-48, in the common or rural school districts of the 
State there were 844 teachers without any college credit what- 
ever. For the school year 1951-52 this figure was reduced to 11. 
In 1947-48 there were 2,867 teachers with less than 30 hours 
credit, whereas by 1951-52 there were only 118. 

The average semester hours credit held by the rural school 
teachers of the State in 1947-48 wa^ only 47. By the 1951-52 
school year the average semester hours credit of rural teachers 
had increased to 67. During the same period the average 
semester hours credit of elementary teachers in high school dis- 
tricts increase^ from 115 to 123. 

During the 1947r48 school year 449 high school teachers 
were teaching on an approval basis with less than 120 semester 
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hours credit. By the 1951-52 school year this number had been 
reduced to 106. During the same four-year period the average 
semester hours credit of high school teachers of the State in- 
creased from 143 to 154. Of greater significance seems to be the 
fact that of the first approvals made to high school teachers in 
any given year only about 20 per cent need to be repeated as 
special approvals for the next year. 

Trades and Industry 

The number of schools offering courses in the area of trades 
and industry increased from 52 to 69, and then to 77, during each 
two-year period from 1947-48 to 1951-52. This increase pro- 
vided for the enrollment of nearly 5,000 additional pupils in 
classes of all types in this area. 

Vocational Agriculture 

During the school year 1951-52, 248 programs of vocational 
agriculture enrolled 11,187 students. This was an increase of 
54 programs during the four-year period 1947-48 to 1951-52 
which provided for the training of nearly 3,000 additional pupils 
per year. During 1947-48 there were 8,506 pupils enrolled in 
194 schools, whereas by 1949-50 there were 10,157 pupils en- 
rolled in 222 schools, and by 1951-52 there were 11,187 pupils 
enrolled in 248 schools. 

Vocational Home Economics 

The number of schools offering vocational home economics 
courses increased from 217 in 1947-48 to 263 in 1949-50 and to 
298 in 1952. The number of pupils enrolled during that time 
increased from 12,299 to 15,242 and then to 16,887. Thus the 
number of programs increased over 32 per cent and the number 
of pupils enrolled, over 37 per cent. 

Elementary School Gains 

Although the gains mentioned above are, in the main, on 
the secondary level, comparable improvements in the education 
of elementary school children have also been made. In most 
cases guidance services offered included the provision of adequate 
records and other appropriate services in the elementary school. 
In many cases elementary pupils receive the benefit of additional 
services in the areas of health, libraries, physical education and 
recreation. Great improvements have also been made in the 
amount of visual aids and other materials used and in the number 
and kinds of books added to libraries. Teacher-pupil loads in 
the elementary field have been greatly reduced and the qualifica- 
tions of teachers have been steadily increased. 
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It is also evident that significant improvement has been 
made in the administration of the elementary school program. 
Although the elementary principalship in Missouri has been 
difficult to define, during past years it was the expressed opinion 
of many principals that the 700 or more elementary principals 
reported were serving in name only and without well-defined 
duties. The only helpful statistics available are those which 
indicate the training of elementary principals. Such statistics 
show that an increasing number of principals are completing full 
qualifications for the elementary principalship, on the master's 
degree level. There were, during the 1951-52 school year, 153 
school districts which were employing full-time elementary 
principals. Indications are that this figure will increase steadily 
during the next few years. 

Improved School Administration 

Another significant improvement relates to the more busi- 
ness-like procedure of school operation. Practically all of the 
six-member boards and many of the rural boards have adopted 
and put into writing official policies, rules and regulations, 
thereby greatly facilitating school administration. Approxi- 
mately 90 per cent of the six-director districts have also adopted 
the Missouri Uniform Financial Accounting System, which has 
aided greatly in providing more efficient business administration 
of their schools. 

It appears that one of the most important factors in the 
improvements discussed above is the careful evaluation of school 
programs on the local level in accordance with classification 
standards. In most cases the administrators, boards of education 
and the citizens of the school districts of the State will make great 
effort to bring about school improvements when the need for 
such improvements can be shown through local study and 
evaluation. 

School Bus Transportation 

The history of school transportation in Missouri offers clear- 
cut evidence that the people have accepted school transportation 
services as a necessary part of the educational system. This 
statement is evidenced by the fact that the records of the State 
Department of Education show that 187,418 elementary and 
secondary pupils were transported to schools during 1950-51. 
The table below shows that this is almost twice the number of 
pupils transported ten years ago, with the most substantial in- 
crease coming between the years 1947-48 and 1950-51.

Vocational Rehabilitation 

During the year 1947-48, 2,227 new cases of disabled persons 
were referred to Vocational Rehabilitation. Of this number 
1,410 were accepted and were provided with one or more of the 
services of the agency. Nine hundred and eighty-one cases were 
closed as rehabilitated with an average annual earning of $1,- 
409.21, at an average cost of $242.53. Based on an average 
employment expectancy of twenty years, with the starting salary, 
and considering only the 2% sales tax as returns to the State, 
the net gain to the State after all costs were deducted was $184,- 
541.78. 

During the 1951-52 year there were 2,320 new referrals, 
1,526 accepted, and 1,113 closed as rehabilitated. By the same 
method of computation, as above described, this year's rehabili- 
tants cost the agency an average of $303.40 and had an average 
annual earning of $1,921.33, with a total net gain to the State of 
$382,277.03. In general, one may say that the greater the 
number of cases rehabilitated, the greater the net financial gain 
to the State of Missouri. Since many were denied services for 
fiscal reasons during each of the two years above coynpared, this 
service should, therefore, be expanded and extended to the point 
where all services needed by those who are referred could be 
provided.

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Reorganization of School Districts 

Through legal enactments, which became effective July 18, 
1948, a program of reorganization of school districts was initiated. 
As a result, by June 20, 1952, one or more reorganized districts 
have been formed in 91 of the 114 counties, making a total of 359 
reorganized districts for the entire State. Sixteen counties have 
now been completely reorganized into larger, more effective and 
more economical school districts. Sixty-five counties now have 
one-half or less the number of districts existing in July 1948. 

Through reorganization and accompanying annexation and 
consolidation the number of school districts has been reduced 
from 8,429 on July 1, 1948 to 4,573 on June 30, 1952. 

School Lunch Services 

During the past four years the School Lunch Program in 
Missouri has expanded to a point where nutritionally balanced 
plate lunches are now available, at the school, to approximately 
two-thirds of the total enrollment in our elementary and second- 
ary schools. 

During the 1947 school year 1,287 Missouri schools partic- 
ipated in the National School Lunch Program with an average 
daily participation of 140,763 children. During the past year 
this figure increased to a point where 1,704 schools reported 
operations and average daily participation in the program in- 
creased to 215,755. A total of 33,838,595 reimbursable lunches 
was served in 1951-52 as compared with 21,604,644 lunches four 
years ago. 

Local expenditures for food used in program lunches 
amounted to $3,337,806.83 during the 1947-48 school year. 
During the past year this expenditure totaled $5,905,810.40. 
The total cost of the program for food, labor, etc. amounted to 
$5,478,058.43 four years ago. This included a Federal con- 
tribution to the Missouri program, amounting to $1,972,000, in 
the form of cash reimbursement and surplus foods. During the 
past year costs have risen to $9,700,333.20 with the Federal 
government contributing $2,077,382.45, which is less than a 
$100,000 increase over the amount contributed from this source 
four years ago. 

Federal appropriations for the National School Lunch Act 
have remained approximately the same during this period of 
great expansion in the program which has made it necessary for 
local school districts to assume more and more financial re- 
sponsibility in the operation of the School Lunch Program. 
The fact that local school administrators and district officials 
have willingly budgeted local district funds for the lunch program 
serves as a clear indication that they recognize the need and' 
importance of offering nutritionally adequate lunches. 
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Institutional On-Fann Training 

The Institutional On-Farm Training program, under the 
sponsorship of the State Department of Education, was started 
in June, 1946. Through this program veterans of World War II 
are given farm training through classes conducted by the local 
public high schools. 

Since the inauguration of this program approximately 
35,000 veterans have been enrolled in classes in 232 high school 
districts over the State. During the peak of enrollment over 
750 instructors were employed and 16,800 veterans were re- 
ceiving training. At the present time there are over 450 in- 
structors giving training to more than 9,000 veterans. 

The supervision of the Institutional On-Farm Training pro- 
gram is the responsibility of the Section of Vocational Agriculture 
of the State Department of Education. 

Veterans 1 Training Program 

Public Law 346, commonly known as the GI Bill of Rights, 
authorized state accrediting agencies to approve and supervise 
all institutions offering Veterans Training under this Act. In 
Missouri the authority was delegated to the Veterans' Education 
Section by action of the Governor and the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 

During the years 1947-48 such training reached its peak 
in Missouri. At this time approximately 125 public and college 
level institutions were training approximately 20,000 veterans. 
Two hundred and ninety-one privately owned institutions were 
approved and training approximately 18,000 veterans. More 
than 19,000 Missouri business firms were training approximately 
35,000 veterans in apprenticeship or on-the-job programs. 

As of June 30, 1952, the veterans' training program under 
Public Law 346 is greatly reduced. The number of veterans in 
training in public and college level institutions has decreased by 
almost eighty per cent. The veterans in training in privately 
owned institutions and in firms offering apprenticeship or on-the- 
job training has decreased approximately ninety per cent. 

Public Law 550, the Korean GI Bill, will become effective on 
August 20, 1952. The number of veterans who ^ill receive 
training under this law is expected to reach approximately ten 
per cent of the peak number under Public Law 346. 

Surplus Property Program 

The State Department of Education is authorized, by order 
of the Governor, as the state agency for the distribution of sur- 
plus Federal property to public and non-profit educational and 
health institutions. 
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Most of Ihis property is donated, the only cost being a 
handling charge assessed the receiving institution to cover costs 
of freight, handling, warehousing, and administrative costs. 

Since the program was expanded in April, 1947, over 700 
institutions in the state have benefitted by receiving property 
through this agency. Property with an original government cost 
of over $7,000,000 had been distributed by June 30, 1952. 

The program is based upon the philosophy that Federal 
property purchased with tax money which becomes surplus to 
the needs of the Federal Government should be further utilized 
in the public and non-profit educational and health institutions, 
which likewise are supported by those same tax-payers. 

The State Department of Education provides the services 
of a staff member to direct the activities of this program. 

Special Education 

Special Education is a term generally used in connection with 
the education of those children who vary from the so-called 
normal children, either in terms of special abilities or disabilities. 
For years the public schools of Missouri have been geared to the 
needs of normal children and special training for variants has 
been greatly neglected. Prior to the 1947-48 school year, and 
before legislation provided additional state funds in support of 
special classes^ only five school systems in the State provided any 
-special type of training. At that time only 1,960 children were 
served. 

After special legislation provided some subsidization in this 
area the number of school systems providing special training 
increased to 62 during the school year 1948-49. Successive years 
since that date show increases to 103, 141, and 274. During this 
four-year period the number of counties in which programs of 
special education have been initiated has increased from 21 to 83 
and the number of children served has increased from 10,550 to 
18,113. 

The above figures do not include the number of children en- 
rolled in the Missouri School for the Blind or the Missouri School 
for the D$af. They do include, however, the special training 
given to home-bound children. During the school year 1951-52, 
194 schools sponsored home teaching for 318 children., 

EXISTING EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS 

In spite of the improvements which have been made, statis- 
tics, opinion polls and other means of reflecting educational con- 
ditions, indicated as early as 1950 that educational problems 
would continue to exist and that legal and other obstacles would 
continue to hamper necessary improvements. For these reasons 
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the State Board of Education in 1950 authorized a complete 
educational survey of the State and appointed a committee of lay 
citizens to conduct the study.* 

Some of the existing educational problems listed by the 
committee, the Missouri Citizens Commission for the Study of 
Education, are herein presented in brief form. 

Inadequate Teacher Supply 

Statistics for the school year 1950-51 indicate one of the 
direst teacher shortages on record. The reason was largely a 
question of insufficient salaries. The average teacher's salary in 
Missouri was $500 to '$600 per year below the salary of the aver- 
age teacher in the nation. As a result many of the better quali- 
fied and more successful teachers obtained employment in other 
states. Likewise many well trained beginning teachers accepted 
positions in other states or in other fields of work. 

There are other reasons, of course, for the continued shortage 
of teachers. Many teachers do not like to work in small schools 
where meager programs are offered and where buildings and 
equipment are not satisfactory. Some teachers do not like to 
work where competent supervisory assistance is not available. 
Many young people are deterred from entering the teaching pro- 
fession when distinctive professional standards cannot be re- 
quired of all teachers. In addition, many people who would 
make good teachers can often find more remunerative employ- 
ment in fields of work in which a college education is not re- 
quired. Unfortunately, high school graduates can frequently 
make higher beginning salaries than the teachers who have taught 
them. These conditions and other similar ones have been largely 
responsible for the acute shortage of qualified teachers. 

Unsatisfactory School Buildings 

The nation in general is still suffering from a twenty-year lag 
in schoolhouse construction due to the depression years after 
1930 and the scarcity of materials and the high building costs 
since 1940. School construction costs are presently more than 
double what they were twenty-five years ago, but, the assessed 
valuation of school districts, the basis upon which school bond 
money is raised, is about the same as it was at that time. 

There are some school districts which, though bonding them- 
selves to the limit, cannot raise enough money for school building 
needs. A great number of these school districts are also too small 
otherwise to provide proper school housing.

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In addition people have not generally tried to modernize 
school buildings as they have their homes, farms, transportation, 
communication and many other aspects of modern life. As a 
result of this general need of schoolhouse improvement, school 
officials report 158,000 Missouri children inadequately housed 
and an enrollment increase of 70,000 expected by the school year 
1955-56. 

Small Schools 

Many elementary and secondary schools are so small in 
enrollment that their programs of study must necessarily be 
limited; hence, few enrichments are possible and pupil needs are 
not met adequately. 

In general elementary teachers in small schools are less well 
qualified than those in the larger schools. High school teachers 
may also be less well qualified or must necessarily be assigned to 
teach subjects for which they are not properly qualified. Since 
small schools are usually found in small towns or rural areas, 
which do not generally provide satisfactory living quarters for 
teachers, it is becoming increasingly difficult to find qualified 
teachers who do not prefer and demand employment only in the 
larger schools. 

Small schools are less likely to have capable and experienced 
administrative leadership and special supervisory services, are 
likely to be totally lacking or seriously deficient. 

Instructional equipment and supplies are not usually pro- 
vided in satisfactory quantities in the smaller schools and school 
buildings are more likely to be uncomfortable and poorly main- 
tained. 

Because of these weaknesses the cost per pupil in a small 
school is usually out of proportion to the breadth and quality of 
the program which is offered. This cost becomes greater in 
proportion to the school's attempt to enrich its program and en- 
large its services. 

Improper Financial Structure 

The present financial structure for education in the State of 
Missouri is very complicated. It consists of about fifteen 
categories of state aid plus several types of local funds. In 
apportioning state aid for transportation, cost variations are not 
considered. In apportioning state equalization aid, poor local 
assessment practices are rewarded and better practices are 
penalized. Secdndary education is permitted to get a dispro- 
portionate share of school money at the expense of elementary 
education. In ihe present method of apportioning state funds 
an elementary teaching unit gets less financial consideration than 
does a high school teaching unit. A teacher's certificate based 
upon sixty hourk of college credit gets as much consideration as 
does a certificate based upon the baccalaureate or master's degree. 
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Inequitable Tax Support 

Bfecause of the conditions existing in the legal structure, little 
consideration is given to the factor of equalization of effort. 
Required local support of public schools has little relationship to 
local tax paying ability. City and town districts have an average 
school tax levy more than double the average levy in rural dis- 
tricts. High school districts usually have much higher tax rates 
than rural districts have, although rural districts get the benefits 
of the high schools. 

Tax levies vary from zero to $4.50 on each $100 assessed 
valuation and county and township assessors vary greatly in 
determining assessed valuations in relationship to true values. 
Inequities in assessment practices result in inequities in appor- 
tioning state equalization aid; thus a poor job of assessing is 
rewarded with a state bonus. 

Inadequate Financial Support 

Missourians devote a smaller percentage of their income to 
the support of public education than do the people in all other 
states except two. Missourians spent 3.2 per cent of their in- 
come on education in 1939, but only 1.95 per cent in 1950. Only 
nineteen states rank ahead of Missouri in income per pupil, but 
forty-five states rank higher in per cent of income spent for 
education. For the school year 1949-50 Missouri spent $173.56 
per pupil for current school expenses, whereas the average ex- 
penditure for the country as a whole was $208.83. Missouri thus 
ranked thirty-seven among the states in money spent on this 
item. Thus, the people ctf nearly all the other states devote a 
higher percentage of their total income to public schools than do 
the people of Missouri. 

Legal Obstacles 

Laws generally are made for the conditions of the present 
and sometimes they tend to retard progress. For instance, the 
legal recognition of an elementary teaching unit as worthy of 
less financial consideration than a high school unit has tended to 
retard the proper development of elementary schools. State 
aid for elementary schools is often used for high schools, thus 
denying rightful privileges to small children. 

State aid for transportation is quite unrelated to actual costs. 
The same amount of transportation aid, $27 per pupil per year, 
is paid for transportation over good highways and through densely 
populated areas as is paid for transportation over rough or muddy 
country roads and through sparsely settled areas. 

Laws do not encourage teachers to secure college degrees. 
Building aid favors the creation of districts of inadequate size. 
County line problems often make difficult the creation of school 
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districts commensurate with logical school service areas. And, 
legal prohibition of the division of existing districts has hindered 
some desirable district reorganization. 

RECOMMENDATIONS FOR IMPROVEMENTS 

The Missouri Citizens Commission, recognizing the edu- 
cational problems in the State, has made recommendations which 
would tend toward the provision of better schools for the children 
of the State. One of the chief recommendations is the adoption 
of a foundation program of education which would guarantee to 
each child an acceptable level of educational opportunity. Other 
recommendations include an improved plan of school district 
reorganization, greater financial support from the state level, 
equity for taxpayers on the local level, equity in the allotment of 
state aids, and other items which would tend to raise the general 
level of education within the State. 

A Foundation Program of Education 

A foundation program is the level of educational opportunity 
which the State and local districts together guarantee to all the 
children of the State. It means comparable services and facilities 
for all up to the accepted level, and this accepted level should be 
adequate. It also means equity for taxpayers in supporting the 
guaranteed level of education. 

Foundation program costs are calculated in four categories: 
instructional salaries, transportation of school children, other 
current operation needs, and buildings, equipment and grounds. 
The cost of the foundation program should be borne about one- 
third by general property taxes and about two-thirds by other 
types of taxes somewhat in the same proportion as the sources 
of income of the people of the State. 

The required local tax rate for the State as a whole probably 
would be about eighty cents, but district levies would vary on 
account of variations in county 'assessment practices. School 
districts would have considerable tax ability above the required 
effort, thus making possible even better school programs than 
the guaranteed level in districts which want such programs. 
The foundation program would put public school support on a 
budget basis which is a sound and desirable procedure. 

Equity for Taxpayers 

Assessors in the various counties do not all determine the 
value of property in the same way; hence, the same tax rate in 
two counties may not mean equal effort. The amount of re- 
quired local support for a foundation program should, therefore, 
be determined by factors other than assessed valuation. 
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It is possible to determine tax-paying ability equitably by 
using several economic ability factors such as retail sales, per- 
sonal income, value of farm products, corporation taxable income, 
passenger auto registration, etc. Several of the most appropriate 
factors can be worked into a formula by which an index of tax- 
paying ability can be calculated for each county. The index for 
a county shows the county's proportion of the total tax-paying 
ability of the State. The basic data for each of the economic 
factors used in the index are obtained from public records and 
are not subject to local manipulation. 

Using such an index of tax-paying ability does not reward a 
county for poor assessment practice, nor does it penalize a county 
for a good assessment job. Using an index would not replace the 
assessor; he would continue to assess the property and the people 
would continue to vote school tax levies. Using an index would 
not affect other taxes in any way; it would affect only the re- 
quired school tax rate for the local support of the foundation 
program of education. 

Other Recommendations 

The Commission has also recommended that every child 
should live in a school district which can give him the program 
he needs, at least through the twelfth grade. This would mean 
that the present plan of reorganization of school districts, with 
possibly some modification, should be continued. The Com- 
mission also recommends a plan for the provision of teachers' 
salaries which would attract and retain an adequate number of 
qualified teachers. Plans for the establishment of minimum 
standards for location and construction of new school buildings, 
provision of safe and dependable school transportation, and for 
other items of improvement related directly to the educational 
program are included in the Commission's Report. 

SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS 

The recommendations of the Missouri Citizens Commission 
are summarized under the following four headings: Instruction 
Costs, Transportation Costs, Other Current Costs, Capital Out- 
lay Costs. 

Instruction Costs 

The proposed amounts recommended for use in Missouri for 
the various amounts of college training, including the necessary 
training in education, are as follows: 

Less than 30 semester hours no allowance, since there are 
very few of these teachers at present and the contin- 
ued employment of teachers with such limited training 
should not be encouraged. 
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30 to 59.9 semester hours $1800 for not to exceed four years 
beyond the inception of the program, and to be dis- 
continued thereafter because this level of training is 
too low to be satisfactory. 

60 to 89.9 hours $2000 

90 up to but not including degree $2400 

Baccalaureate degree up to but not including master's de- 
gree $3000 

Master's degree up to 59.9 graduate hours $3300 

60 or more graduate hours $3600, but not at present to 
exceed ten per cent of the total number of units. This 
percentage might be raised later as the training of 
teachers is improved, but is necessary at present in 
order that the more wealthy districts may not have 
undue advantage in employing teachers with the high- 
est qualifications. 

Transportation Costs 

Studies show that when transportation is operated on the 
most economical and efficient basis costs vary considerably due to 
certain factors not subject to control of the local board. The 
most important single factor is the density of transported popula- 
tion. Transportation costs much more per pupil where popula- 
tion is so sparse that only thirty pupils would be available to ride 
the bus over a twenty-mile route than in a case where fifty pupils 
would be picked up along a ten-mile route. In the first instance 
the transported pupil density per linear mile is 1.5, and in the 
second example the density of transported pupils per linear mile 
is 5. 

The per pupil cost included in the program for transporta- 
tion, therefore, should relate to the number of transported pupils 
living beyond a reasonable walking distance and to the density 
of transported population. It is recommended that the density 
of transported population be determined individually for each 
district operating a twelve-year school program and transporting 
90 or more pupils, and collectively for all other districts in the 
county. If the districts are classified according to density of 
transported population the number of pupils transported would 
then be multiplied by the following amounts based on the trans- 
portation density of the district.

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Other Current Costs 

The expenditures for all phases of current expense other than 
instructional salaries and transportation in Missouri have, during 
recent years, exceeded $1200 per classroom unit per year. How- 
ever, these represent total expenditures in this category rather 
than the cost of a minimum foundation program. The evidence 
indicates that an average of at least $800 per instructional unit 
will be needed for this purpose. It is recommended that in each 
district in the state, and for the state as a whole, the number of 
classroom units be multiplied by $400, and to this should be 
added an amount represented by the number of pupils in average 
daily attendance multiplied by $15 per pupil. The total of these 
two products would represent the foundation program amount 
for other current expense. 

Capital Outlay Costs 

The present cost of constructing minimum satisfactory plant 
facilities and providing sites and equipment approximates $20,000 
per classroom unit in multiple-purpose buildings. In some dis- 
tricts the cost is higher than this and in others it is lower, but this 
amount represents about what is essential per classroom unit 
for satisfactory classrooms and related service areas. A well 
constructed building should last approximately forty to fifty 
years without major alteration (which would cost nearly as much 
as new construction) or replacement. Assuming that a building 
should last approximately fifty years, the average annual cost 
per classroom unit would thus be about $400. 

The Commission's recommendation, therefore, is that $400 
per classroom unit be budgeted each year for capital outlay costs,

STATISTICAL REPORT 

Part two of the One-Hundredth and Third Annual Report of 
the Public Schools presents statistical information concerning the 
public school system of Missouri. The more important informa- 
tion included in the statistical tables is briefly summarized. More 
detailed information is given in the following tables. These data 
are for the school year beginning July 1, 1951 and ending June 30, 
1952. 

The total annual receipts and balances were $214,830,582; 
the disbursements were $147,030,214; and the balances, June 30, 
1952, were $67,800,368 for all the school districts in the State. 
These receipts and disbursements included tuition of $3,620,172 
and transportation of $1,107,995 paid by one school district to 
another school district. The net receipts and disbursements 
should be reduced by the sum of the two items of $4,728,167.

Where the current dollar comes from and where it goes in 
school districts in the State is shown in Graph II. 

The assessed valuation in Missouri for the 1951-52 period 
was $5,224,794,726. The average tax levy for high school districts 
was 186 cents and the average tax levy for the six-director 
elementary school districts was 142 cents and for the common 
school districts, 96 cents. The amount of local taxes collected 
was $70,041,019.

The current cost per pupil in average daily attendance in 
the public schools of Missouri for the 1951-52 school year was 
$205.21. A comparison of the 1951-52 school year with each of 
the ten preceding school years on the per pupil cost is shown in 
Graph V. 

Of the 674,896 pupils enrolled in Missouri Public Schools, 
67,313 were in common school districts; 30,442 were in six- 
director elementary school districts; 395,327 were in elementary 
schools maintained by high school districts; 29,575 were in kinder- 
garten; 150,408 were in high school and 1,813 were in junior 
college- Of the 150,408 pupils in high schools, 30,955 were non- 
resident. 

Graph VI shows the number of first grade pupils enrolled in 
1940-41 in each succeeding grade and also the number graduating 
from high school in 1952. Enrollment trends in Missouri are 
shown in Graph VII. 

Graph VIII shows the trend in average daily attendance in 
Missouri from 1912 to 1952. The bottom line is elementary 
school districts; the middle line is high school districts while the 
top line is total all school districts. The drop in the attendance 
in the elementary school districts and a corresponding rise in the 
attendance in the high school districts from 1920 to 1930 was 
largely caused by consolidation of school districts during this 
time. The marked change is reflected between 1949 and 1952 
as a result of reorganization of school districts. Trends in number 
of births, 1927 to 1952, is shown in Graph X. The number of 
school districts is shown in Graph XL These data were for 
July 1, 1952. 

There has been an increase of 330 teachers in Missouri over 
1950-51. The number of teachers in common school districts 
was 3,313; six-director elementary school districts, 1,058; ele- 
mentary teachers in districts maintaining high schools, 12,488; 
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high school teachers, 6,321; superintendents of schools, 611; 
assistant superintendents, 17; principals, 1,527 and supervisors, 
91 for a total of 25,386. The average salary of these teachers 
was: Common school districts, $1,774; elementary teachers in 
six-director districts not maintaining high schools, $1,985; 
elementary teachers in high school districts, $2,760; high school 
teachers, $3,178; superintendents of schools, $4,488, principals, 
$3,583; and supervisors, $5,664. The salary trends for the last 
three years are shown in Graph XII. 

For the 1951-52 school year, the average number of college 
semester hours for teachers in common school districts was 67.6; 
elementary school teachers in six-director elementary schools, 
87.2; for elementary teachers, in districts maintaining high 
schools, 123.1 or an average in all elementary schools of 109.9 
hours. The average number of college semester hours of the high 
school teachers was 154.2; of the superintendent of schools, 176.3; 
principals, 155; and the supervisors, 182.3 hours. Graph XIII 
shows the training and number of teachers 1938-39 to 1951-52. 

Graph XIV shows the training of teachers by classification 
of school districts. 

A comparison of the common school districts, six-director 
elementary school districts and districts maintaining high school 
are shown in Graph XV.

1. COUNTY FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC INSURANCE TAX FUND APPORTIONMENT 

FOR THE YEAR 1951 



Section 170.220 Mo. R. S. 1949, requires the County Clerk to apportion the County Foreign Insurance 
Tax Fund to school districts only, regardless of whether they furnish free textbooks or not. The distri- 
bution is made to the school districts on the basis of their respective enumerations. This law creates a 
"free textbook fund," and requires the County Clerk to apportion the Foreign Insurance Money to the 
Free Textbook Fund for all school districts. 

For the year 1951, the amount apportioned is $8,196,921.08. The number of children in Missouri 
between the ages of six and twenty, as certified by the State Commissioner of Schools in 1951, is 849,294, 
which equals $3.7642101 per capita. Various amounts on the basis of this unit of apportionment are 
apportioned to each county and the city of St. Louis in accordance with the provisions of Section 148.360 
Mo. R. S. 1949, as follows:
